“If you would get rid of conscience and all that tommyrot you would 
have a solution for every problem in life. Every temptation I have in the 
world I yield to-—every one. And I am not a bit different from all of you. I 
have not a lighter nature at all—nor am I lower in nature. I propose to 
yield to every temptation. I only have to be sure it is a temptation. If 
it is—goodby, I’m gone.” 
This is the rather startling doctrine of Rev. Hugh O. 
Pentecost, of 
which he has delivered himself in a speech before the Sunrise club of New 
York. 
It is likewise the doctrine of that large portion of society which fills 
the jails and penitentiaries 
“If I wanted to get drunk, I ’d get drunk,” says Pentecost. “If I want­ 
ed to beat my wife, I'd beat her. If I do not, it’s because I had rather 
‘not.’ It’s more comfortable 
shall I blame another man who drinks and 
beats his wife because it gives him joy?” 
This sounds like a doctrine of shamelessness, but, as a 
matter 
of 
fact, Pentecost is, as he says, no different from the rest of 
us. 
Any 
I way, he differs only in being shameless enough to acknowledge 
a 
doc- 
I trine which the most of us are shamless enough to practice. 
The man who professes a high rule of life afid at the same time acts 
j badly is not the only kind of hypocrite. There is the other e x tre m e—he 
I who professes shocking doctrines, but acts no worse than the rest of us 
! There are lots of both kinds. 
- 
Conscience is like the stomach—as long as it is not abused we do not 
■know of its existence. 
Pentecost, so far as the public knows, has been harmless in his own 
i conduct. He does not want to get drnuk or beat his wife, because the 
laws based on those principles of right, the existence of which he denies, 
I make it uncomfortable for him to do so. 
He is living under conditions of a civilization that has lifted him to 
higher manhood, despite the debasing and disorganizing doctrines he pre- 
| tends to practice. 
In pointing to his own mental idiosyncrasies as the high-water mark 
of civilization he resembles that classical idiot who thought he was meas­ 
uring the height of a flood by a chalkmar^on the side of his boat. 
If Pentecost’s own doctrine prevailed and had prevailed from the first, 
the chances are that Pentecost would today not be contending with man­ 
kind over a doctrine, but scrapping with a monkey over 
a 
cocoanut.—St.

FRANCE AND GERMANY ON 
EVE OF WAR OVER MOROCCO 


INTERPRETATION OF

Way Out of the Diffi­ 
culty May Yet 
be Found 


Paris, June 19.— The strained rela­ 
tions between France and Germany 
reached a culm inating stage Saturday 
end for a time the public mind w as 
distracted between reports that the two 
countries w ere on the eve o f a war 
that would set Europe ablaze and re­ 
assuring declarations that diplomacy 
krill held a firm grasp upon the situa­ 
tion. 
Fortunately the situation 
was 
much relieved at night after a long 
conference between Prince von Kado­ 
ka. the German ambassador to France, 
end Premier Bouvier, which took place 
at the foreign office. 
This distinctly 
showed that diplomatic intercourse had 
not reached a point of rupture.

Moreover, it is known that exchanges 
between Prince von Radolin and the 
French premier which seemed on the 
point of breaking Saturday, w ere a$ain 
brought within normal channels.

Im p ro v e m e n t Is M ore Im proved . 
The improvement 
in the Franco- 
German situation took a a more d e f­ 
inite turn as the semi-official version 
of yesterday's conference between P re­ 
mier H om ier and Prince Radolin, the 
German ambassador, became known. 
This version shows that the am bassa­ 
dor asked France to accept in principle 
the plan of an international confer­ 
ence, leaving the details to be adjusted 
later. 
Premier Bouvier answered that 
he desired at first to be advised upon 
Germany’s object in securing the con­ 


in the conference had been entirely 
free from the belligerent tone ascribed 
to it. 
Moreover. Great Britain is resolved 
to adhere to article 9. of the declara­ 
tion of April 8. which says: 
“ The 
tw o governments agree to lend each 
other diplomatic support for the execu­ 
tion of the clauses of this declaration.”
